CONTRACT LABOR 


The iigitution of the Jubor tjuesttiou- 


and tho uticortitiuty as to what shall ho 
the result of tho prenout disagreement 
between the knights of labor und capi- 
tal nnd corporations, havo compelled M. 
D. Wells & Co., of Chicago, to sign arti 
oles ot agreement with tho oxacutivo 
committee of the knights ot labor that 
thoy shall not renew tueir contract with 
the state ot .Wisconsin for tho convict 
labor at the state prison. Tho contract 
expires December 31, 1SS7. C. M. .Hen- 
derson & Co., ot Chicago, who also em- 
ploy convict labor in Illinois in the 
manufacture ot boots aud nlioes, have 
likewise stipulated with the ^knights of 
lobor to employ uo more prison convicts 
after the expiration of their present con- 
trace. 


For several years past M. D. Wells & 


Co. have leased tho convict labor at tbe 
Wisconsin State prison. 
During the 


past year they lieve worked about 300 
men, paying tbe state fifty cents a day for 
each man. This has been a source ot 
quite a large revenue to the state, making 
the prison very nearly self-supparting. 
When the contract with that firm expires, 
two very serious questions will then 
oonfrout tho legislature ot this t.tate. 
The questions are: Shall the state sup- 
port 400or 500 convicts in idleness at an 
expense ot S-10,000 or S50.000 a year V or 
shall they be made to earn their own 
living? 


These are questions in 
which the 


kmghta of labor aro as much interested 
us any one else. Thoro is hardly a work- 
ing man uf common intelligence, who 
would, uCtor sober rellection, decide that 
ho would rather seo nil the convicts "in 
state prisons supported ju idleness at 
public expense thnu to have them labor 
and ei>rn their daily bread.

Mr. Jus 
tice Stephen, in hls"DigB3t,"says:"LiviDt 
wild animals. In the enjoyment of their 
natural liberty, whetaer they Lave es 
caped from tholr confinement or not, are 
not capable of being stolon," and this 
would apply, we suppose, to pet monkeys 
and parrots which have got loose. It 
even applies, oddly enough, :o "came.1 
Although it may be an offense to pursut 
and kill them, it ia not larceny to stea. 
them when living; but It is if "they are 
dead, for then they become the property 
of the owner of the soil on which they die. 
These seem very fine distinctions.—Lon- 
don Telegraph.
